When this egg is shown at the 
World's Fair It will be placed beside 
the eggs or the li inimlng bird, the 
ostrich and tho domestic fowls for 
toniparisou. 

Scientists chvlm that Uncle Sam, 
wlicn his representative bought this 
Incomparable specimen in Paris for a 
trifle lees than 2,000 francs, got an tin- 
usual bargain. Eggs eren smaller than 
thl.s have sold at the rate of $6,0on to 
lin.fiOO per dozon. The same Bclentlst 
predicts that these ancient eggs will 
Increase In value, and cites the price 
ot the eggs ot the great auk. Al- 
though this bird was a pigmy In oom- 
parison, and has bocn extinct less than 
60 years— Audubon having seen one In 
1*44— Its eggs are worth Jli.OuO carh.

6 ot the Ohio So- 
ciety tor the Prevention ot Tuber- 
culosis, Dr. C. A. I'robst tellii in a 
general way ot the treatment ol 
the disease. The per'-on atll ct<'d 
should place himxelf in the hnnds 
of a trusted medical adviser, he 
says, and it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the treatment 
should begin at the earliest recog- 
nizable stage. He adds ; 

"Consumption may begin in an] 
insidious manner; a slight cough. 
I loss of appetite, a little weakness 
and perhaps loss ot weight. 
Huch symptoms by no means al- 
ways indicate tuberculosis, and 
may t>e due tu other causes. But 
valuable time should not bo lost in 
waiting for marked signs of the 
disease." 

Once the disease is discovered, 
he says, there are three courses of 
treatment to select from— to seek 
another climate, to enter a sanita- 
rium, or to carry out the fre;<h-air 
treatment at home. 

Continuing, Or. I'robst says: 
"Certain climatic eoiiditinns am 
doubtless greatly favoradli' lor the 
euro of tubereulosls. There Is 
mucli less in iliniale. however, 
than wa- foriiu riy supposed. For 
the nio^t part it is Himjily a ipies- 
tion of pure air ; and pure air in 
t)hlo is ju~l as pure as the air In 
any othor place. 

' About the worst thing a con- 
sumptive can do Is to leave homi^ 
without medical advice, to wander 
about from one health resort to 
another, committing a thousand 
Impradenoes that completely an- 
nul any good that migbt have 
come from change of climate. 
One thing is to b ' said sgalnst 
change of climate. A person Is 
usually obliged to remain In the 
climate In which he is cured." 

The advantage of the sanitarium 
treatment. It is stated, lies in tiie 
excellent sanitary conditions and 
the daily routine, relieving the 
patient of all worry. 

In talking of the lnuiie euro of 
the disease, Dr. I'rolist says: 

"It should be clearly understood 
that there is no drug cure for cou- 
sumptluu. It is the natural forces 
of the body that destroy or Im- 
prison the gerras of tuberculosis 
and heal the lucgs, 

"Nature tries to cure diseased 
lungs, and the wise physician aids 
her by fresh air, an abundance of 
noarlshlDg food and a proper regu- 
lation of lest and exercise. 

"The home treatment consists 
first in giving the patient, day an d 
night, pure, fresh air. This can 
be found only out-of doors and in 
rooms that can be (lioroughly ven- 
tilated. The air of the best venti- 
lated room ni'ver eriuals In purity 
tliu air out-of-doors. Tliere need 
be iiu fear of catching cold. With 
a few weeks of liarilening process 
there are but few patients who can 
not be out of doors in all kinds of 
weather. 

The next essential Is as much 
nourishing food as can posslblj 
be taken without causing , indiges- 
tion. Consumptives usually liave 
poor appetites, bnt they can nearly 
always digest and assimilate more 
food than they want. Milk and 
raw eggs between meals are usual- 
ly beneficial. 

A proper regulation of rest and 
exercise is equal in importance to 
fresh air or food, but Is the most 
difficult tu control. I'sually con- 
sumptives want to take too nuich 
exercise. Jt is the regulation of 
rest and exercise that medicHl ad- 
vice is most needed. 

No oue should expect to be 
cured of consumption In a short 
time. It requires usually about 
six months' stay In m ssnlUrium 
fur the disease to be arrested. 
This does not always mean tb.ni 
the disease is cuied. This will 
t ike H year or more; and the eon- 
suiuptive must ever after Ntrictly 
observe hygteuio rules of living or 
he will invite a returii of the 
disease."
